To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1961. 

In  1961,  as  compared  with  i960,  the  total  number  of  births 
declined  by  37  and  the  number  of  deaths  by  8.  The  birth-rate, 
therefore,  fell  markedly  and,  at  14.37  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  was  considerably  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate,  also,  fell  and  was 
slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

There  were  three  still-births,  which  gave  a  rate  of  20.27  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births  and  this  was  slightly  higher  than  the 
national  rate. 

There  were,  however,  only  two  deaths  of  children  under  the  age 
of  one  year.  This  gave  the  very  low  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
13.79  per  1,000  live  births,  which  compares  favourably  with  the 
national  rate  of  21.4  per  1,000  live  births. 

Four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  an 
increase  of  three  on  the  previous  year,  but  for  the  second 
consecutive  year  no  death  from  this  disease  was  recorded. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  fell  by 
three  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  rose  by  three ,  giving  a  death-rate  from  this  cause , 
higher  than  the  national  average,  although  the  total  death-rate 
from  malignant  neoplasms  was  very  slightly  lower  in  Newbiggin 
than  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  Council's  decision 
to  proceed  with  the  scheme  for  re-organisation  of  the  sewerage 
system  and  to  combine,  -with  this,  measures  to  eliminate  or,  at 
least,  reduce,  the  potential  risk  of  infection  from  the  burn  which 
emerges  from  the  culvert  under  Bridge  Street. 

No  progress,  at  all,  was  made  with  the  slum  clearance 
programme  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  resumption  of  Council 
house  building,  anticipated  in  1962,  will  enable  the  closure  and  / 
or  demolition  of  unfit  houses  At.  the  town  to  proceed. 

I  should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  the 
interest  they  always  show,  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  of  the  co-operation  always  so  readily 
forthcoming  from  the  officers  of  other  departments  of  the  Council.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA, 

The  area  and  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District  remain 
unaltered  but  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-196l 

population,  shows  a  decrease  of  60  from  the  I96Q  figure. 

The  rateable  value  decreased  by  more  than  £2,000  as  a 
result  of  the  closure  of  North  Seaton  Colliery  and  some 
restriction  of  the  working  at  Newbiggin  Colliery. 

Coal-mining  remains  the  principal  source  of  employment, 
although  many  men  must,  now,  travel  to  work  at  collieries- 
outside  the  district. 


The  caravan  sites  on  the  moor  and  at  Sandy  Bay  continue 
to  be  extremely  popular  during  the  summer  months.

SECTION  C, 


Water  Supply, 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  "sttpplied  'with  water  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  "later  Department.  The  water  is 
chlorinated,  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  adequate  in  quantity. 

The  pressure  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  the 
average  consumption  was  26.2  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewers  have  functioned  satisfactorily  during’ the  year. 

A  scheme  to  deal  with  the  pollution  of  the  beach  and  the 
surcharging  of  the  sewers  during  high  tides  has  now  "been 
prepared  and  is  awaiting  Ministry  confirmation.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  wili  eliminate  the  present  danger  to 
health  from  the  stream  which  discharges  over  the  sands. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received  during  the  year.  The  two  refuse  tips  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  treated  for  rodent  infestations. 

Public  Conveniences.

The  extension  to  the  public  convenience  at  Prospect 
Place  failed  to  materialise  in  1961  although  it  was 
recommended  over  four  years  ago  as  being  urgently  required. 
Although  every  effcrt  was  made  to  keep  the- building -in.  a 
satisfactory  state,  many  complaints  were  received  about  the 
conditions  there,  which  appear  to  be  almost  entirely  due  to 
the  inadequacy  of  the  facilities  for  the  large  numbers  of 
visitors  who  come  to  Newbiggin  in  the  summer  months.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  situation  will  be  remedied  in  1962,

Infectious  Diseases. 


Measles.

Following  the  almost  complete  absence  of  Measles  from  the 
district  in  i960,  the  expected  biennial  epidemic  occurred  in 
1961. 

The  outbreak  began  in  March  but  the  disease  did  not 
become  really  prevalent  until  May,  when  73  cases  were  r:  tified, 
followed  by  67  in  June  and  43  in  July.  Thereafter  the'  epidemic 
subsided  fairly  quickly  and  no  cases  occurred  after  the  end  of 
August .  There  were  no  deaths . 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

The  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  mainly  during  the 
month  of  March.  Although  there  were  33  confirmed  cases  the 
disease  was  not  really  vri-despread,  as  10  households  accounted 
for  all  but  two  of  the  cases. 

One  household  bad  six  members  affected,  two  had  four  cases, 
three  had  three  cases  and  four  had  two  cases. 

At  the  same  time  there  was  probably  some  other  infecting 
agent  at  large  in  the  community  as  quite  a  number  of  persons, 
notified  as  having  Sonne  dysentery  because  they  suffered  from 
diarrhoea,  proved  negative  to  bacteriological  investigation. 
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Food  Poisoning.

One  case  of  food  poisoning,  due  to  Salmonella  meleagridis, 
was  discovered  in  the  course  of  investigations  into  cases  of 
dysentery  which  had  occurred  in  the  same  household. 

Another  case. was  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi -murium  and  the 
patient  was  a  man  who  probably  acquired  his"  infection  in 
another  area  although  it  was  not  possible  to  confirm  this. 


The-  other  two  cases  occurred  in  a  brother  and  sister 
living  together  and  was  thought  to  be  due  to  staphylococcus 
pyogenes  toxin.  Both  victims  were  taken  ill  about  three 
hours  after  eating  at  different  times,  salmon  sandwiches 
prepared  by  the  sister.  Staphylococcus  pyogenes  was  isolated 
from  the  remains  of  the  salmon  and  also  from  a  nasal  swab 

taken  from  the  woman.  -It  Y/as -presumed  that  .the  salmon,  was  . . 

infected  during  the  preparation  of  the  sandv/iches,  although, 
unfortunately,  typing  of  the  organisms  was  not  carried  out, 
and  it  must  remain  a  matter  of  speculation  as  to  whether  or 
not,  the  Y/oman  developed  quite  severe  symptoms  of  food¬ 
poisoning  as  a  result  of  swallowing  toxin  produced  by 
organisms  which  she,  herself,  was  already  carrying. 

Diphtheria.  . . . .  .  ...  .  ..... 

This  disease  has  produced  no  illness  since  1950  and  has 
caused  no  deaths'  in  the  past  14: -years . . . 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  193  pre-school  and  2  school  children 
completed  the  primary  course  of  immunisation  and  355  pre¬ 
school  and  30  school  children  received  re-inforcing  injections. 

Almost  all  primary  immunisation  is  done  with  triple 
antigen,  which  gives  protection  against  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  as  well  as  Diphtheria.  Re-inforcing  injections 
against  all  three  diseases  are  given  at  about  the  age  of  two 
years  and  further  injections  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
are  given  about  the  time  of  school  entry. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

Acceptance  of  this  form  of  protection  against  Poliomyelitis 
continued  at  a  fairly  satisfactory  level,  particularly  for 
infants  and  young  children.  During  the  year  3,191  persons 
completed  the  primary  course  of  two  injections  and  2,442 
received  a  third  injection.  In  the  spring  of  the  year,  a 
fourth  injection  was  recommended  for  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  years  and  12  years,  Y/hose  third  injection  had  been 
given  not  less  than  one  year  previously.  As  a  result  of 
this,  5,609  children  received  a  fourth  injection. 

These  figures  refer  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area 
of  the  County.
